When the American Red Cross 
withdraws its relief forces from 
Greece, this summer, it will have es­ 
tablished a

relief. 
Its 
operations 
which involved the feeding of 500,­ 
000 refugees from Anatolia and 
Eastern Thrace and the supplying of 
the medical needs of a million desti­ 
tute and homeless people are too 
large to be easily grasped. The pho­ 
tographs above shows the loading of 
American Red Cross ships at Piraeus 
for transshipment to Greek Islands, 
and some of the Red Cross supplies 
duly delivered to the ultimate con­ 
sumer.

, 
The scope of the work can be bet­ 
ter illustrated by a summary of 
accomplishments in a particular dis­ 
trict, typical of the operation of the 
relief program throughout the en­ 
tire Grecian peninsula and the is­ 
lands surrounding i t 
Patras dis- 
.trict, where American Red Cross 
work was directed by Henry C. Wolfe 
of Coshocton, Ohio and the medical 
phases of the program by Dr. J. C. 
Me Kean of El Paso, Texas, affords 
such an illustration. 


Through the months of January, 
February, March and April the 
American Red Cross was feeding, in 
the Patras District alone, 40,000 
refugee.s and on May 1 that number 
was increased to 43,000 owing to re­ 
cent arrivals. 
The organization has completely 
furnished and equipped eight refu­ 
gee hospitals in the district with a 
total capacity of 325 beds. 
It has opened and is operating 
three ambulatoria at the towns of 
Zante, Patras and Argostoli. These 
ambulatoria treat, on an avera 
between 400 and 500 refugees daily. 
Medicines have also been supplied to 
Medicines have also been supplied to 
the smaller refugee centers through­ 
out the district. 
Three milk stations for babies are 
in operation in the towns above men­ 
tioned, feeding about 1,000 babies 
a day. 
The 
typhus 
epidemic, 
which 
threatened to become serious has 
been brought under control and at 
the beginning of May there were 
only a few remaining cases in the 
district. 


Every refugee has been vaccinated 
and the campaign to inoculate the 
refugees against typhoid and chol- 
eiu has been started. 
Ten Greek doctors are in the em­ 
ploy of tho American Red Cross in 
the district as well as about 50 
nurses and hospital attendants. The 
medical program has been organized 
so that It can continue to function 
after the Americans withdraw. 
Twenty-five 
thousand 
refugeei 
have been bathed and deloused al 
the American Red Cross bathing 
plants and their clothing fumigated. 
Ten thousand refugees have beén 
clothed and ten thousand have been 
supplied with blankets. 
Thousands of pamphlets giving 
advice on how to avoid sickness hav» 
been distributed among the r e f u e l 
of the district and posters dealing 
with various phases of the sanitary 
program have been posted in promi­ 
nent places in the towns and vil­ 
lages. 
Camp sanitation has been empha­ 
sized and enforced.

work was directed by Henry C. Wolfe 
of Coshoeton, Ohio and the medical 
phases of the program by Dr. J. C. 
McKean of El Paso, Texas, affords 
such an illustration. 


Through the months of January, 
February, March and .April the 
American Red Cross was feeding, in 
the Patras, District alone, 40,000 
refugees and on May 1 that number 
was Increased to 43,000 owing to re- 
cent arrivals. 


The organization has completely 


furnished and equipped eight refu- 
gee hospitals in the district with a 
total capacity of 825 beds. 


It has opened and is operating 
three ambulatoria at the towns of 
Zante, Patras and Argostoli. These 
ambulatoria treat, on an average, 
between 400 and 500 refugees daily. 
Medicines have also been supplied to 
the smaller refugee centers through-1 
out the district 


Three milk stations for babies are 


in operation in the towns above men- 
tioned, feeding about 1,000 babies 
a day.

How Collection of Just Debts 
' May Be Prevented by Differ- 


ing State Statutes. ' 


An effort to bring about better, 


co-ordination and greater uniform- 
ity among state laws dealing with 
busltieaa and banking is being 
made by the American Bankers 
.Association. 


It is pointed out that although 


the country la a unit commercially, 
ind citizens of any one utate may do. 
business that reaches all over the 
country, most laws governing busi- 
ness transactions are made by the 
different states, with application 
limited to their own local jurisdic- 
tions • and often in conflict with 
laws in r other states.
